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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 3, 6-1 3, and 1 5-1 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to nonelected groups, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper dated 8/8/03. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of group I, claims 1,2,4, 5, 14, 20, and 21 in 
Paper dated 8/8/03 is acknowledged. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There are 
too many long sentences as shown in page 10, lines 7-29. The specification appears to 
be a literal translation into English from a foreign document. It is recommended that the 
specification be rewritten. Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Objections 

5. The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are 
not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
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element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 14, 20, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

8. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 14, 20, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Knutson. 

Regarding claim 1, Knutson shows a kind of rotor axial activation (Figures 1, 6, 
and 7) modulation of electric machinery due to reverse torque is between the electric 
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machinery transmission rotating shaft (116) and the electric machinery rotor (18), or 
between the electric machinery transmission rotating shaft and the transmission 
element driven, there is installed a reversible activation helical mechanism and axial 
pre-stressed spring (46, 60) consist of helical nut (54, 56) or helical nut with ball bearing 
or roller bearing structure (Figure 4) that, during the operation of the electric machinery, 
depending on the magnitude of the torque between the electric machinery rotor and the 
loading, to produce axial displacement (Figures 6 and 7) with the electric machinery 
rotor, and further to modulate its electric machinery characteristics with respect to the 
electric machinery magnetic field or to pull axial control clutch CLSIOO or to pull other 
selected control structure (104) or testing device. 

Regarding claims 2, 4, 5, 14, 20, and 21, it is noted that Knutson also shows all 
of the limitations of the claimed invention.
